E lk River, Minn., Aug. 9.—(UPV—Two 
hours afte r they held up and robbed 
th e E lk R iver F irst N ational B ank of 
approxim ately 
$7,200, 
tw o 
youthful 
bandits and a girl com panion w ere 
in ed&tody here today w hile a th ird 
youth lay injured from bullet w ounds 
in a P rinceton hospital. 
E arl Brown, head of the recently 
organized M innesota 
sta te 
highw ay 
patrol who shot the th ird bandit, and 
C. S. Mosford, sheriff of Sherbourne 
county, began an im m ediate exam ina­ 
tion of the prisoners in an effort to 
learn th eir identity. 
G uns and am ­ 
m unition found in th e ir car w ere be­ 
lieved to have been purchased in the 
Tw in Cities, Sheriff M osford said. 
The bandits w ere halted a t Zim m er­ 
m an by a posse of citizens arm ed w ith 
shotguns and rifles who w ere sent an 
alarm from here. 
W hen stopped, the 
bandits fled from th e ir ca r and pre­ 
pared to open fire on 
B row n 
and 
H ighw ay P atrolm an M ike Ostoss. 
A fter the third bandit w as wounded, 
his two com panions surrendered and 
w ere brought here w here they w ere 
identified by P. M. Olson, cashier of the 
bank. 
The girl, who w as believed to 
have w aited between E lk R iver and 
Z im m erm an w hile the robbery 
w as 
com m itted, was also brought to E lk 
R iver and the injured m an w as taken 
to Princeton. 
M eanw hile authorities at St. Cloud 
announced they w ere convinced 
the 
captured men were the robbers 
who 
held up a resident 
of 
C learw ater 
n ea r St. Cloud, and relieved him of 
$85 two weeks ago. 
They said the Ii 
cense num ber of the m otor ca r used 
in 
the C learw ater 
holdup w as the 
sam e. 
The three men at about 8 A. M. to 
day accosted Olson as he w as on his 
w ay to the bank and took him in an 
autom obile to the building w here they 
w aited until the' autom atic tim e clock 
opened the vaults. 
T hey then scooped 
up all the currency and securities in 
sig h t and escaped in the direction of 
Z im m erm an. 
Brow n, driving through here w ith 
Ostoss, im m ediately set o u t in p u r­ 
suit and caught up with th e bandits 
high-pow ered car a t Zim m erm an. 
D espite th eir positive identification 
th e Awo bandits here 
m aintained 
sulfetf silence while au th o rities ques 
Honed th eir girl com panion. The girl 
w hose nam e was believed to be Howe 
w as said to have declared th a t all of 
th e loot in the robbery w as in the 
autom obile. 
L ater in the day th e th ird pandit 
w as reported in a critical condition 
in the P rinceton hospital 
a fte r 
his 
arm had been am putated. 
It w as the first tim e th a t th e high 
w ay patrol was called into action on 
a m ajor crim e.

Why Hare Another Audit ? 


T he city has just received the report of Strand,Roe, John­ 
son Co., Minneapolis, who are certified public accountants, cover­ 
ing their audit of the books of the city for the pasl two years. 
The audit was made by request of the city council. 
As far as we can see it is a most complete audit, and its ac­ 
curacy and completeness is a matter of professional pride on Vile 
part of the accountants. 
The general findings, as set forth by 
Oscar C. Strand, of the firm of accountants, shows how carefully 
the audit was made, how all accounts were cheeked and verified. 
Attention is called to this statement of Mr. Strand: “We fur­ 
ther examined the approved accounts and compared these with 
the council’s proceedings noting that all expenditures were prop­ 
erly approved and ordered paid.” 


“ A ll entries were checked as to proper distribution to the 
various funds as prescribed in your charter and outlined in the 
annual tax levy.” 
The idea of asking the state to make another examination of 
the books of the city for a period covering four years seems an 
actual waste of taxpayers money, duplicating as it will the work 
of certified accountants* 
And to file the petition before tin4 petitioners have even had 
the time or opportunity to examine the present audit shows an 
unusual frame of mind on the part of tin4 petitioners. 
The Strand, 
Roe, Johnson Co. audit is en till4 in (hi4 office of the city clerk whore 
any taxpayer may see it and familiarize himself with its contents. 
The probable cost of an audit by the state will be from $(100 
to $700. 
A special tax levy would have to be made to cover that 
cost. 
Do Brainerd citizens who have not signed a petition for a 
state audit wish to see this extra cost added to our taxes? 
We think the idea of this additional audit is foolish, wholly 
unnecessary and uncalled for.

HEEL FLIES ARE 
CAUSE OF LOSSES 


Most Important Insect Prob­ 
lem for Cattle Owners. 


(Prepared by the United Staten Department 
of A g ric u ltu re.) 
Control of cattle grubs or heel flies 
Is one of the most Important Insect 
problems with which owners of cattle 
of all classes have to deal, say the 
authors of a bulletin Issued by the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
The cattle grubs or, as they 
are otherwise known, "warbles” or 
“wolves,” cause losses estimated at 
from $50,000,000 to $100,000,000 an ­ 
nually. 
The bulletin traces the life 
history and habits of the insect and 
explains methods of control. 
T he adult form of the Insect, the 
heel fly Is rarely seen, although its 
.presence terrifies cattle and causes 
them to make frantic efforts to escape. 
Why this is so Is not clear, for the 
insect has no mouth for biting, and it 
lays Its eggs on the hair of the animal 
without causing pain. 
Two varieties 
are known—the common cattle grub 
and the northern cattle grub. 
The 
common grub is found over most of 
the United States. 
The northern grub 
is the more persistent and annoying Jo 
its attacks on cattle and is found only 
rarely in the southern states where 
Infestations commonly die out without 
treatment. 
It is most prevalent in the 
northeastern states. 
The cover page of Formers’ Bulletin 
1596-F, is something of a departure 
from the usual federal publications 
Five small drawings caricature the 
efforts of a cow to escape from 
buzzing heel fly. 
The 
injury 
to 
the 
cattle 
comes 
through their frantic running caused 
by the flies and through the parasitic 
action of the grubs, which result in 
less healthy and thrifty condition of 
the cattle and in lessened milk or beef 
production. 
Serious Injury 
to the 
value of the hides is also caused from 
the holes cut by the grubs. 
The bulletin gives information as to 
methods of control, extraction of the 
grubs by hand or with forceps or kill­ 
ing them by applying insecticides. 
It 
has been found that fairly satisfactory 
local control is possible. 
The tiles ap 
parently do not migrate great dis­ 
tances. 
The authors, however, believe 
that, because of the serious damage 
the insects do, it may eventually be­ 
come necessary to carry on a system 
of general eradication, either nation­ 
wide or over large areas. 
Until such a 
campaign develops they advise each 
owner to control the insects affecting 
his own animals.
